called oa for aid, was the one in 
Adams county on Jane 24 when a ' 
twister sweeping a path one-half mile 
wide laid waste a SO mile stretch 01 
land and struck about 40 country 
homes, according to W4ter Wessel- 
ius, field representative of the Bed 
Cross, who na&tjust returned from 
direction of the relief work there. 


"Buildings on eight farms are be- , 


ing reconstructed by the Red Cross 
under the supervision of a local 
committee and 
approximately 30 


others are being prepared or rebuilt 
by private means," he said in on in- 
terview. 


"In several eases the destruction 


of the homes was complete and it 
was necessary to put op entirely new 
buildings. The greatest damage in 
this area,was that done to the grain 
and other crops. The livestock es- 
caped'without much injury. Deaths 
previously reported numbered seven.

•JUSTICE GUSTAVE HARTMAN. WAGING FIGHT .FOR ORPHANS 


AXD MRS. ALMA B. FROEL1CH, ONE OF GROUP WHO WON COUKT 
ORDER AGAINST THEM.

New York, July 26.—One hundred 


and twenty-eight small orphans are 
today sadly contemplating the fail- 
ure of their first Organized effort to 
break into society. * 


Led by Justice Gustave Hartman, 


New York's bachelor judge, the or- 
phans, whose'winter home is at the 
Israel Orphan Asylum down on New 
York's lower East Side, had looked 
forward to 
spending the 
summer 


amidst the fashionable colony which 


and, 
more particularly, Long Beach. 


The judge had leased a large and 


pretentious dwelling for them there 
—Billie Burke, the actress, had lived 
in it once—and already the orphans 
were collecting their sand pails and 
wondering what they should take 
along in their small suit cases'.. 


But the fashionable "and exclusive 


colony at Long Beach didn't want 
them. Not, you understand, that the 
colony isn't as fond of an orphan as 
anybody in the world. Indeed, last 
year when the 
orphans' 
summer 


home at Arverne burned down, Long 
Beach (Tot together and raised some- 
thing like $20,000-to-go—toward-re-^ 
building the place. 


But to have the orphans elect to 


come into their very * midst! Long 
Beach just couldn't see it. So they 
secured an injunction against the 
bachelor judge and his migrating or- 
phans. The injunction has just been 
sustained. 


'Long Beach isn't the 
place fer 


orphans anyway," says Mrs. Alma 
B. Froclich, wife of Jesse Froelich, 
president of the school board, and 
prime mover in securing the injunc- 
tion against the judge. "It isn't 
merely that he "was trying to break 
the laws of Long Beach by attempt- 


ing to sctiup an institution in the 
midst of a 
very much 
restricted 


property section. 


"He was trying to lodge 128 or- 


phans and 25 attendants in a house 
originally meant for 10 persons am 
set up on a lot 
100 by 100 feet. 


There wo-jld be scarcely any place 
for the children to play and almost 
no shade. And right in front of the 
house is the bay, six feet deep or- 
dinarily and nine feet deep at high 
tide. How does the judge expect to 
keep the children from falling in' 
He says he -will build 'a fence but 
that is ridiculdns on a street of re- 
stricted property. 


"No, Long Beach is no place for 


orphans." 


But the bachelor judge feels dif- 


ferently about it. ' For one thing 
he was an orphan himself and he 
used to sell papers down on 
the 


very spot where the Israel Orphan 
Asylum now stands. 


"It -isn't laws they're upholding," 


he says, "they're fighting innocent 
babies. Long Beach has room for its 
sporting places and its dance halls 
and its movie palaces but it hasn't
